HE Council have the pleasure of laying before 
the Members the following Report on the 
progress and general condition of the Institute. 

Members. —The number of members elected 
during the past year has been unusually small, 
amounting to only 12. In the previous year the 
elections numbered 34. The losses have been, 
by death, 7; by resignation, 6 ; and by default of subscription 
for two consecutive years, 16. There is thus a net decrease of 
17, the total number on the roll at the present time being 304. 

Finance. —As will be seen by the annexed balance sheet, 
the total income for the year ended February 20th, 1884, was 
^'422 9s. 3d., of which / 294 consisted of the entrance fees and 
subscriptions of members. In the previous year, 1882-83, the 
total net income was /'403 8s. id., and the amount of sub¬ 
scriptions, &c,. £ 317 2s. The expenditure has amounted to 
^472 ios. 6d., leaving a balance of /"so is. 3d. due to the 
Bank of New Zealand. The expenditure of the previous year 
was ^397 8s. 6d. 

Cosiley Bequest. —The members are doubtless aware that on 
the decease of the late Mr. Edward Costlev, of this city, it was 
found that nearly the whole of his large fortune, estimated at 
over ^'70,000, had been bequeathed, in equal shares, to seven 
Auckland Institutions, the Auckland Institute being one. Pro¬ 
bably no long period will elapse before the Institute receives its 
share of the bequest, the executors, Mr. S. Jackson and Mr. D. 
Hean, having been for some months actively engaged in the 
work of realising the estate. The executors having requested 
that three gentlemen should be nominated to receive the bequest 
on the part of the Institute, the Council have to report that Mr. 
G. Aickin, Mr. T. Peacock, and Mr. H. G. Seth Smith have 
been selected for this purpose. The Council have great pleasure 
in congratulating the members on the altered position and 
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improved prospects of the Institute due to Mr. Costley’s timely 
munificence, which they trust will long remain in the recollection 
of the people of Auckland. 

Museum Endowment. —The lands selected by the Govern¬ 
ment as an endowment for the Museum, under the provisions of 
the “Auckland Museum Endowment Act, 1882,” were gazetted 
shortly after the publication of last year’s report. The adminis¬ 
tration of the endowment is vested bv the Act in the Waste Lands 
Board, so far as the sale or lease of the properties is concerned ; 
but at an early date the Council placed themselves in communi¬ 
cation with the Board, and at its request forwarded full sugges¬ 
tions as to the best methods of dealing with the endowment. It 
w r as understood that these suggestions were to be adopted by the 
Board, but from reasons which have not transpired no action 
whatever has yet been taken. This delay is greatly to be 
regretted, not only as preventing the Council from obtaining a 
revenue from the endowment, but from the fact that several of 
the timber blocks are being rapidly denuded of kauri by unscru¬ 
pulous persons, and their value thus greatly reduced. The 
management of the endowment would have been far better 
placed in the hands of the Council of the Institute, as the body 
most directly interested.

All the above Papers have been forwarded to the Manager 
of the New Zealand Institute, at Wellington, with the view of a 
selection being made for publication in the forthcoming volume 
of “ Transactions.” 

Museum .— The number of visitors to the Museum continues 
to increase in a steady ratio, but in the absence of any recording 
mechanism, it is impossible to give accurate statistics on this 
point. Through want of funds the Council have been unable to 
remove any of the checks to the progress of the Museum men¬ 
tioned in the Report for 1882 ; but the receipt of the Costley 
bequest, and the revenue which may be fairly expected from the 
Government endowment, will probably allow considerable im¬ 
provements to be made during the coming year. In anticipation 
of an increased revenue, arrangements have been made for the 
employment of a permanent taxidermist ; and a thoroughly 
competent workman has been selected, and in a few months will 
arrive in Auckland. It is also hoped that funds will be available 
for the erection of new show-cases and other fittings, for a long 
time urgently required; and for the supply of other pressing wants. 

The additions received, a full list of which is appended, have not 

( 
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been nearly so numerous or valuable as during the previous two 
or three years. This is partly due to the Curator having been 
obliged to suspend the usual exchanges with foreign Museums 
until proper fittings and other appliances are supplied, there being 
at the present time no provision for the safe storage of additional 
specimens. 

Art Collections.— Through the continued liberality of Mr. J. 
T. Mackelvie, the Art collections temporarily deposited in the 
care of the Institute have received several important additions 
during the year. Almost immediately after the publication of the 
last Report a consignment arrived of 105 framed water-colour, 
pen-and-ink, and pencil sketches, mostly by well-known artists. 
This collection will doubtless be of great service in providing 
good examples for the use of Art students, the main purpose 
Mr. Mackelvie had in view when forming it. The next donation 
was a charming antique bronze statue of life size, of the Greco- 
Roman period, originally found at Pompeii, and for some time part 
of the collection amassed by Murat when King of Naples. It may 
perhaps be looked upon as the most valuable of Mr. Mackelvie’s 
presentations. The most recent addition consists of seven oil- 
paintings, all of considerable merit. A full description has 
appeared in the daily Press, but attention may be drawn to 
the “ Dawn of the first Easter Sunday,” by E. Armitage, R.A., 
as a painting of great excellence, and a good example of this 
well-known artist’s style. 

In addition to Mr. Mackelvie’s presentations, Sir G. Grey 
lias placed three excellent paintings, by Netscher, Stodart, and 
Blake, in the care of the Institute. These will form valuable 
additions to the Auckland Art Gallery, for which they are 
intended. 

The Free School of Art, the expense of which is still 
altogether borne by Dr. Campbell, has been regularly kept up 
during the year, with a very gratifying attendance of students. 

Library. —The Council have to acknowledge the receipt of a 
grant of ^35 under the provisions of “The Public Libraries 
Subsidies Act.” This amount has been expended in the pur¬ 
chase of standard scientific works, a list of which is appended. 
The most important donation has been a further instalment of 
40 books and pamphlets on the early history of the Colony, 
contributed by Mr. J. T. Mackelvie, who has done so much in 
this direction during past years. The same gentleman has also 
forwarded a number of miscellaneous works, among which are 
the six most recently issued volumes of the Scientific Report of 
the Challenger Expedition, an acquisition of great value and 
importance. Mention should also be made of a complete set of 
the publications of the Essex Institute, U.S.A., obtained through 
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the kind offices of Mr. F. R. Webb. The Council trust that 
after this year it may be possible to devote a fixed sum annually 
to the gradual increase of the Library, which is still very deficient 
in many departments of scientific literature. 

Conclusion —Before concluding this Report, the Council 
wish to draw the attention of the members to the continued 
services rendered by Messrs. W. K. Graham and Co. and Mr. I I. 
Craig, as agents of the Institute in London and San Francisco. 
The thanks of the Institute are also due to the Pacific S. S. Co., 
the N. Z. Shipping Co., and other shipping firms for their 
kindness in carrying freight free all packages intended for the 
Museum.
